BOOKS AND BINDINGS. 


A Critic’s Comparison of the Modern 
With the Ancient. 

“One of the strangest things about 
the early printing is the fact that the 
paper and binding were so much bet- 
ter than we have nowadays,” said u St. 
Louis collector. 

“{ have books on my. shelves printed 
and bound by presumably reputable 
firms, and yet after six or eight years 
of careful use the paper is coming to 
pieces and the bindings are gone, while 
side by side with them are books 300 
years old with paper intact and the 
bindings as good as new, The differ. 
ence is of course in honesty of ma- 
terial and work. In the old days a 
hide was allowed to Iie in the tan- 
ner’s vats for a year before it was 
thought fit for uas -Papor-was-hand. 
made of real linen rags. Now book 
leather is ready two or three weeks 
after the calf has been skinned. Pa- 
per is machine made of heaven knows 
what, Of course there may be honest- 
ly made paper and strong binding now, 
as there were then, but a couple of 
hundred ycars ago good binding and pa- 
per were the rule. Now they are the 
rare, also the costly, exceptions. It is 
true that the high temperatures of the 
houses, the gases and coal fumes may 
have something to do with tmpairing 
leather bindings, for, as everybody 
knows, a stout cloth or canvas binding 
is better than the leather now used. 
The same influences may also damage 
the paper, but still the fact remains 
that neither the temperature nor the 
gases affect the work of the old print- 
ers, so the difference, after all, is one 
of quality.”

THE SACRED CODFISH. 


Famous Emblem That Adorns the 
Massachusetts Statehouse. 

A codfish carved in wood hangs on 
the white mahogany wall of the Massa- 
chusetts ball of representatives in the 
statehouse in Boston. Between two 
clagsic pillars it occupies a place of 
honor, directly opposite the desk of 
the presiding officer. This wooden fish 
is the renowned original sacred codfish 
of the Old Colony, and it has assisted 
at the deliberations of the lawmakers 
of Massachusetts for more than a cep- 
tury and a half, gathering sanctity year 
by year. It is a relic of the old build- 
ing which preceded the present state- 
house, and great is the dignity of thi 
souvenir of colonial art and industry.

is given in a‘ Boston paper: 


, “Captain John Welch of Boston was 


the creator and carver of the celebrat- 
ed fish, He was a wood carver of re- 
nown for his time and in 1747 estab- 
Jishel his business in Dock square. He 
belonged to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery company and afterward be- 
came {ts captain. He was called upon 
to contribute to the decoration of the 
colonial assembly hall, and as at that 
period codfish was the colony’s main 


article of export Captain Welch con- 
eelted the 


Ydea of immortalizing the 
king fish of the Massachusetts waters. 
When completed the earving was fin- 
ished off and. colored so as to be a fac 
simile of life and was hung on the 


‘wall of the assembly hall.”

WIFE MUST YIELD. 


London Magistrate's View of Domestic 
Felicity. 


A remark by Magistrate Fordham 
during the hearing of a case in the 
North London Police Court, to the 
effect that a woman ought to allow 
her husband to revise her visiting list. 
hes led to a burning controversy, 
rushing into which another magis- 
trate, endorsing Mr Fordham, says: 
“In almost every cfse of domestic 
trovble in my court the cause may be 
found in the husband’s submission 
to his wife. This is a perversion of 
the natural order ot things. Many 
years’ experience has taught me that 
the Old Testament order is the saf- 
est for human happiness. The wife 
must be subject to her husband, even 
where the husband is unworthy of 
respect and veneration She must 
yield to him on all points. Other- 
wise there will be trouble sooner or 
‘ater Tt is the fashion to talk about 
mutual regard and absolute equal- 
itv. but it rarely works in practice. 
If the woman was not prepared to 
honor and obey her husband she ought 
not to have married him.” 

A prominent London clergyman 

concurs mainly in this view, but ad- 
vocates a mutual understanding con- 
cerning men whom the wife is en- 
titled to receive. 
’ A lady in charge of the headquar- 
ters of the suffragettes emphatically 
dissented from the magistrate’s opin- 
ion. She upheld absolute equality 
between wife and husband. She said 
“The only arrangement is a mutual 
one. The marriage service, with its 
love, honor and obey, is an anachron- 
ism. The wife is entitled to as much 
liberty as the husband.” 

It is noteworthy that the express- 
ers of opinion on the subject are re- 
luctant to divulge their names.

Says the Late Boer Genera! Well De- 
serves His Triumph. 


The following extracts are taken 
trom a letter trom Sir Wiltrid Laur- 
ier, written to a triend in Montreal: 

“Amongst all the Colonial Prime 
Ministers, General Botha attracted 
gore attention than the rest. There 1s 
indeed no getting over the fact that 
the English are a people of generous 


instincts. Justin McCarthy, in his 
beok, entitled ‘‘History of Our 
limes,” notes the fact that at’ the 


coronation of Queen Victoria the po- 
pular hero was Marshal Soult, the 
special Ambassador sent by the 
French Government, and the cause 
of this universal sympathy was in 
the fact that he had so valiantly 
fought the English army in Spain. It 
is the same with Botha. The English 
give him credit for the courage and 
success which characterized his action 
against their armies in the Trans- 
vaal. 

“In fact, we must all recognize that 
Botha well deserves the triumph 
which he has scored on a far different 
field. His language is frank, loyal and 
unassuming. He belonged to the Lib- 


eral party in the Transvaal, com- 
manded by Joubert and opposed to 
Kruger. If the advice of this party 


had been followed there would have 
been no war. War, however, having 
been decided upon, he threw himself 
into the fight with al] possible valor, 
And beeame not only the moving 
spirit of the conflict, but the most 
successful general, and was the last 
to lay down his arms. As a matter of 
fact, he only consented to sign a 
treaty of peace when he had obtained 
conditions that assured to his fellow- 
countrymen the full enjoyment of 
British institutions. 

“We have, in fact, become very 
friendly, and during the progress of 
the conference, I have had his cordial 
support on all points.”

Many Breeders Using It As a Feed 
With Good Success.

One winter we had a brood mare 
that was fed silage all winter, prob- 
ably twenty pounds a day. She had 
some hay and straw to go with it and

Fed Silage Exclusively. 

A man in Michigan a tew years ago 
wintered 200 horees on silage and 
straw exclusively, with no grain. They 
came through in fine shape, and the 
brood mares all had fine, strong colts. 

The Ohio experiment station tried 
feeding horses on silage through the 
winter and reported that they came 
through until spring in the best of 
condition. 

W. C. Bradley of Wisconsin 
that one year during spring work he 
was out of hay, and the only coarse 
fodder his horses had during all that 
period of hard work was silage. He 
says that the horses never s work 
better.—C. E. McKerrow in Spirit of 
the West. 


The General Purpose Horse.

These 
horses are used for general purposes.

ood care to colts as well as work 
orses.. In my experience, a horse 
not properly cared for as a colt does 
not develop as early as one that re- 
ceives proper attention. Horses should 
also be housed in bad weathér. I be- 
lieve in giving plenty of good, whole- 
some food. Horses should have spe- 
cial attention, and the man who suc 
ceeds is the one who keeps a close 
eye on the individuals.—G. H. Gan- 
son, Ohio.

ty, was sent to Ottawa, where in the 
department laboratory it was identi- 
fied as the brown-tail moth.

gricultural authorities are doing 
all that they can to meet the emer- 
gency and stamp out the pest ere it 
does any damage. 


Cattle Ticks. 

The eradication of cattle ticks is he 
lieved to be possible if all suggested 
precautions are taken. Cattle and 
premises may be freed from ticks by 
hand picking the cattle and destroy- 
ing the ticks, after which the cattle 
may be thoroughly greased. Infested 
cattle should be examined every oth- 
er day, attention being given to the 
inside and back portion of the thighs, 
where the ticks are liable to be most 
numerovs, For greasing the cattle 
crude oil is reconmmended or cotton- 
seed oil, fish oi] or lard. Where a 
farmer owns but a few head of cat- 
tle, the cattle may be picketed on 
tick free pasture and occasionally 
moved, taking care to avoid these lo- 
calities for nine months thereafter.— 
Department of Agriculture, 


Breed Heavy Drafters. 

In breeding draft horses too much 
attention cannot he given to the ques- 
tion of weight. At all of the leading 
draft horse markets horseflesh sells 
at the rate of 25 cents per pound for 
each additional pound from 1,600 to 
1,800 pounds, for 50 cents per pound 
from 1,800 to 2.000 pounds, for $1 a 
pound from 2.00 to 3,000 pounds and 
from $2 to $2.50 per pound from 2,200 

unds upward. provided, of course, 
that the horse is sound, well miade and 
desirable in every other respect. Thus 
the heavy ones are the kind we should 
all. aim to produce, becavse at best 
we will get plenty of the lighter 
weights to meet the demands for the 
same,

ON HOME NURSING. 


Cleanliness and Pure Air of Prime Im- 
portance to Invalides. 

The first rule in nursing, the first es- 
sential to the patient, without which 
all else you do is as nothing, is to keep 
the air he breathes as pure as the ex- 
ternal air without chilling him. 

Always have the window of your pa- 
tient’s room open, but not a window 
on a passage just outside. 

The best bedding is an iron bedstead. 
a hair mattress, no curtains or val- 
ance, very light blankets for a cover. 
ing, as weak patients are always dis- 


tressed by weight of bedclothes. 
Cleanliness of the skin in almost all 
diseases is of the utmost importance. 
Care should be taken in sponging or 
washing not to expose too great a sur- 
face at once so as to check perspira. 
tion, 
Never allow ‘a patient to be waked 


out of sleep either intentionally or ac- 
cidentally, as this does serious harm. 

Do not whisper or walk on tiptoe, ae 
this is pecullarly painful to the sick. 

Remember never to lean against, sit 
upon, shake or even touch the bed up- 
on which your patient lies. This is al-

Big Fire at Claresholm. 

Albertan, Aug. 5.—There was a big 
conflagration at Claresholm early this 
morning, involving the total destruction 
of the flour mill, elevator and electric 
light plant, owned by the Claresholm 
Lighting, Milling & Elevator Company, 
Limited. 

The buildings are situated close to 
the railroad, and the flames extended to 
the telegraph poles, which were burned 
down for a quarter of a mile. In conse- 
quence of this, the Albertan was able to 
obtain only meager details of the disas- 
ter. 

‘The flames were first noticed by the 
crew of a freight train, which drew into 
town about half-past two. At that time 
the flames had gained considerable 
headway, and not long afterwards tbey 
burst from al] parts of the buildings, 
licking up the’ framework as if it were 
match wood. Dense clouds of smoke 
belched forth with the flames, until it 
was seen that all the buildings were 
speedily doomed. 

Unfortunately there was no water with 
which to check the progress of the flames 
and there was nothing left to do but to 
watch them complete their deadly work. 
Last year the town voted $5,000 to pipe 
water through the principal streets for 
dowestic and fire protection. As there 
was no water oo hand to fight the fjre 
this morning, however, the echeme has 
apparently not yet been completed.

THE EXPERIMENTAL FARM. 


Last Saturday the Editor visited: 


the Experimental Farm, and was 
shown around by the genial super- 


intendent Mr..G. H. Hutton. 

The farm is a busy place at pre- 
sent. A large house is being 
erected for a residence for the 
superintendent, with the exception 
of the front rooms, which will be 
devoted to office rooms. q 

A roomy cottage for the use of 
farm help is practically completed. 

A big barn is under construc- 
tion. It is on concrete foundation, 


40 by 70 feet and 40 feet from the, 


ground to the peak. In addition 
to providing stabling for the stock 
there will be commodious rooms 
for the necessary work shops on 
the ground floor, There will be 
ample room for storage of hay and 
grain above. 

For the first season an excellent 
showing is made in experimental 
work, o 

There are 21 plots of spring 
wheat, 31 of cats, 28 of barley, 20 
of corn, 20 of field peas, 15 of po- 
tatoes, 28 of turnips, mangels, car- 
rots and sugar beets. : 

All of the above are looking 
good. Some of the barley is ripe 
enough that it would do to cut now. 
The wheat and oats are nicely filled 
out and give assurance of a large 
yield. The experiments in corn 
have already gone far enough to 
show that it can be made a very 
profitable fodder crop in this part 
of Alberta, and Mr. Hutton feels 
confident that in the future he will 
be able to show that corn can be 
successfully matured here. 

We also saw promising plots of 
red clover and alfalfa, the latter 
having received two cuttings al- 


sind this season. Part of the ‘al- 
falfa had been treated to innocu- 
lation and part left without. There 
isa noticible difference between 
the two portions of the plot. 

Several acres are given over to 
experiments in trees. In fruit 
trees there are apple, cherry, and 
plum. Among the ornamental 
treés we noticed hard maple, oak, 
elm, cottonwood, and the inevit- 
able “Manitoba Maple”. Experi- 
ments in small fruits ore also in 
evidence.
